3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or render obvious the overall claimed invention of a medical 
grasping and holding instrument with a handle consisting of two handgrips, wherein the 
handgrip of the handle is configured as to be rigidly conjoined in one piece with one jaw 
member of a holding portion, while the other handgrip of the handle is pivotally 
connected with the other jaw member of the holding portion to swivel around a pivot 
point and wherein a bearing point, wherein a spring element that locks the holding 
portion, below a line (L1 ) which connects the pivot point between a rotatable handgrip 
and a rotatable jaw member with the bearing point of a spring element in an area of a 
proximal end of the rigid handgrip; and in combination with other structural limitations of 
the independent claim.
